TOP TEN NEWS 


Rumors of an Albanian operation the 
first week of August brought out boot- 
leggers ZAIAA, ZA2V, and probably more. 
EA8AK, who is working to promote an op- 
eration by a Spanish group, says that 
the work continues but they have no idea 
when things might open-up. Frank Turek, 
DL7FT, has also been trying for a li- 
cense for sometime, along with an Aus- 
trian friend, but they have hit a dead 
end, also. Mattti Laine, OH2BH, is ex- 
pecting two visitors from Tirana to be 
"trained" in Finland in late October, 
possibly to get their feet wet during the 
CQ WW Phone Contest. The success of 
this last endeavor would, of course, 
be contingent on the Albanians not de- 
ciding to remain in Finland! 


Doug Blakeselee, NIRM, has been lis- 
tening to BYIPK, Peking (Beijing) the 
past few months from posts in Singa- 
pore, Hong Kong, and Tokyo. Using a 
homemade 20 Meter receiver and dipole 
Doug has observed BYIPK calling "CQ" for 
as much as an hour with no replies. He 
says that stations get through by mak- 
ing a standard 2X2 call, and those who 
tailend or sign less than full callsigns 
are apparently ignored for "bad man- 
ners." NIRM did state that often BYIPK 
was the loudest signal he was hearing 
from his various Far East listening 
spots, and that the style of operating 
and code proficiency vary widely accord- 
ing to who is operating. Doug's final 
observation was that one Coast of the 
U.S. demonstrated much more skill in their 


operating than the other Coast; we shall 


leave that to your imagination! 


A well-known Californian and successful 
expeditioner is talking about Laccadives Is 
in November, but has made nothing public 
as yet. This same person had received ver- 
bal permission for a San Felix operation some 
time ago and is still interested, but the 
October 198! KF10 situation may have scut- 
tled that for the time being. 


The 1983 Heard Island operation's big 
problem is shaping up to be m-o-n-e-y (ref 
Issue 151). While departure is still five 
months away, it is assumed that funds will 
have to be salted away well in advance of 
January for the rest of the plans to fall 
into place. Obviously, the expedition will 
have a radio operator of some kind, but it 
is up to us to see that the operator is 1) a 
licensed ham, 2) a competent, interested op- 
erator, and 3) well-equipped.

Gus made it to the Bahamas last November and 
was met by an expedition group there for the 
CQ WW CW Contest. Gus said it was a shake- 
down cruise before he set sail for parts un- 
known, but that's the last anybody's heard. 


Dr. Vince Thompson, K5VT, is 
said to be in Burma now doing more medical 
training. He undoubtedly will operate if 
written permission is obtainable but probably 
not.

FCC Report No. 2170 PRIVATE RADIO ACTION July 2, 1982 


STAFF INSTRUCTED TO PREPARE RULEMAKING ON IMPLE- 
MENTING NO-CODE AMATEUR OPERATOR CLASS 


The Commission has instructed its staff to pre- 
pare a Notice of Proposed Rulemaking looking to- 
wards implementing a no-code Amateur operator class. 
Two options are to be pursued: eliminating the slow- 
speed telegraphy test requirement of the existing 
Technician operator class and creating a new opera- 
tor class patterned after the Canadian Digital 
Radio Operator class. 


Every Amateur radio operator license issued by 
the Commission requires the applicant to have some 
level of proficiency in Morse code. For many ama- 
teur radio operators, the Morse code stands as the 
absolute cornerstone of the service. 


International Telecommunication Union Radio Re- 
gulations preclude the Commission from dispensing 
with Amateur radio operator telegraphy requirements 
for operation below 144 MHz. At the 1979 World 
Administrative Radio Conference, the U.S. position 
of completely deleting the Amateur radiotelegraphy 
requirement was soundly defeated, but the Commis- 
sion was successful in lowering the option freq- 
uency from 144 to 30 MHz. 


According to the FCC's Private Radio Bureau, 
there is no justification in the operating require- 
ments to continue the telegraphy barrier above 30 
MHz. However, because below 30 MHz telegraphy prob- 
ably will continue to be a major communication mode 
for the foreseeable future, the Bureau had recom- 
mended that a no-code operator license for general 
operation below 30 MHz not be considered.
